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The history of Germany is very dim and unwritten from the time of Christ 
up until ca800 and around that time they started forming a kind of Feudal 
Government. The nobles of nobility were chosen from the tribes who had 


the largest flocks. 


Before the 800's the Germanic tribes, with the ex- 


ception of the Scandinavian tribes, settled for some time in the lands 
between the Rhine and the Vistula but moved on to the West or South. The 
Anglo-Saxons went to England, the Goths & Vandals into Mediteranean 


countries, the Lombards into Northern Italy, the Burgundians into the 
Rhone region & the Franks into Gaul. 
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In the beginning Pennsylvania consisted of three (3) counties; Bucks, Chester 
and Philadelphia. The Pennsylvania Historical & Museum Comm., Harrisburg, Pa. 
has been microfilming early wills, orphans’ court records, deed & tax records 
for all counties. Marriage licenses were first issued in Pa. cal883. Birth & 
death records have been kept since 1892 - up until 1906 these records were kept 
in their respective counties, but since then have been under the direction of 
the Bureau of Vital Statistics at Harrisburg, Pa. The marriage licenses are 
kept at the office of the clerks of the respective counties, which also have 
birth & death records from 1852 to 1856. 


Founding of Germantown 


Francis Daniel Pastorius was one of the founders of Germantown 6 its first 
schoolmaster. He read & wrote in Germany, Spanish, English, French, Italian, 
Greek & Latin Languages, educated in science & philosophy & devoted much of his 
time to the pursuit of literature - he wrote many books, many of which were put 
into print at the time. 


Pastorius had understood the land was to be made available on a navigable stream, 
but no large tracts were to be had, it was finally agreed that 6000 acres about 
three miles NE of the Schuylkill would be the site of the main settlement 4 con- 
stitute German twp. The remaining grants were made farther into the interior. 
The original grant dated 1689 for actually 5700 acres is in the possession of 
the Germantown Historical Society. On 10/24/1683 Thomas Fairman, surveyor for 
the proprietary gov't. laid out the town site for the German settlers. The Town 
Plan established was in essence that of the old "street village” common on the 
continent as well as in England. The ‘Main St." Germantown Rd. was planned to 
be 60 feet wide & "cross streets” to be 40 feet. Surveyed in 1683, again in 
1684 & 1687, the warrant for the township's land was finally issued in 1689, the 
year that produced Penn's charter for the Borough of Germantown & got Royal 
approval in 1691.

Hence it was that the noble stream of Dutch Quaker emi- 
gration to Pennsylvania, having its rise in Krefeld and 
Krisheim beside the Rhine, found a home in Krefeld and 
Krisheim beside the Schuylkill. But the stream of German 
emigration, which rolled over Philadelphia and eastern 
Pennsylvania within the next generation and made of Ger- 
mantown ‘‘the cradle of the German race in America’’, en- 
tirely engulfed the Dutch settlers.and founders. It was not 
until nearly two centuries and a half had elapsed (Novem- 
ber 10, 1920) that Philadelphia (which had incorporated 
‘“‘Krefeld’’, ‘‘Krisheim’’ and ‘‘Germantown”’ alike within 
its bounds) erected a monument to the Krefeld pioneers. By 
that time, the Dutch origins and the memory of them having 
become completely Germanized in the public mind, the mon- 
ument gave first place to the German late-comer, Pas- 
torius; and although it names the thirteen Dutch founders, 
in the inscription on its base, it permits the past, present 
and future to be dominated (unhistorically and most in- 
artistically) by a grandiose statue of ‘‘Germania’’.3% 

Krefeld in the Rhineland was absorbed in Prussia in 1702, 
and it too entirely neglected or forgot its Dutch citizens 
who had founded Germantown; hence, in 1931 (May 27), 
when a bronze memorial was presented to the city by the 
German-American National Society, the Carl Schurz 
Memorial Foundation and the Wyomissing Foundation, the 
German element in the emigration was alone portrayed. The 
memorial was made by a German-American sculptor, Otto 
J. Schweizer, and it commemorates the landing of-the 
thirteen Krefeld weavers and their families ‘‘under the 
leadership of Franz Daniel Pastorius’’, and celebrates the 
contributions of Germany to American achievement !*** 
These contributions were very real and excellent; but they 
did not come primarily through Dutch Quaker Germantown.

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England claims ownership in America 


Though the Cabots (John & his sons Lewis, Sebastian & Santius) sailed from Bristol, 
England 5/2/1497 aboard the ship MATHEW & discovered North America & claimed it 
for Engiand, it was Spain who first attempted its exploration. England began to 
make use of Cabot's claim when they became less & less inclined to respect the 
claims of Spain in any direction not backed up by present physical force & also 
because of the stirrings of individual enterprise within its own population. 
England pursued the policy that occupation must within a reasonable time be added 
to discovery in order to constitute a valid title to territory in the NEW WORLD, 
which they did with a permanent & slow-expanding settlement of the strip of land 
between the coast & the mountain barrier of the Alleghenies, and by occupying 
strategic points amond the islands that stretched along the continental shore 
from Florida to the Kennebec. The Dutch enterprise on the Hudson & Delaware were 
held by the English as an intrusion on English North America & the Dutch were 
dispossessed in 1664. 


England, at first, became anxious to increase the number of people in her American 
Colonies & encouraged the immigration of Germans, while retaining her own subjects 
at home so there would not be any diminution of her own inhabitants. Later the 
English colonists took to the New World institutions & principles of freedom and 
soon gave them a wider development there than had been possible even in the old 
home. Besides the rights of free speech & jury trial, etc. each English colony 
had right from the first, a representative legislature with full parliamentary 
privileges & with control over taxation 6 in several colonies, local gov't. also 
was conducted on extreme democratic principles. Later, about 1763, England re- 
ceived Florida from Spain & Canada & the eastern half of the Mississippi Valley 
from France.

Dates are according to the "Old Style Calendar" - the calendar of Great Britain 
& its dependencies was rectified in Sept. 1752 by taking out eleven (11) days & 


fixing the beginning of the legal year at January lst. For the 1600's the dif- 
ference was ten days, so anything dated prior to 1752 are according to the old 
style, those after 1752 is as it is now. Thus 8/16/1683 is 8/26/1683- just by 
adding 10 days. This rule does not apply to German dates - Germany & the Nether- 
lands adopted the rectified calendar in 1700 or earlier. Until 1752, under 
English law, the official year began on March 25th, but in popular usage the year 
began on January lst long before 1752. Members of the Society of Friends, who 


numbered the months, usually began with March as the first month of the year, 
though in many instances January was accepted prior to 1752. 


Reasons for emigrating 


There were two important causes for immigration - the first was religion. The 
Reformation represented the greatest event in the history of civilization since 
Paganism gave way to Christianity as the faith of leading nations of the world. 
The central fact of the Reformation was the detachment from papal Christianity 
of the nations distinguished by the general term "Protestant". On account of 
their unswerving fidelity to the Protestant Faith, thousands abandoned their 
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homes in the Rhine country & fled to Holland, Switzerland, thence to America. As 
was to be expected, all Germany was in turmoil, the Catholic princes 1esolved to 
crush the Reformation, hence a bloody persecution of the Protestants took place. 
Later in Germany, full religious privileges were generally granted to the Lutheran, 
Reformed & Catholic churches, but not necessararily to any other faiths. In the 
case of the Krefelders who established Germantown, Phila., Pa. in 1683, religious 
& economic motives mingled in their decision to leave for the "New World". 


The second cause of the immigration was the social & political conditions of 
Germany. To sum up all reasons besides religion & economy, there was tyranny of 
the aristocrats, destructive wars, failure of crops, famine & economic bankruptcy. 


Penn's Colony 


When life in their homeland became intolerable, the Province of William Penn in 
the New World offered an attractive asylum. Penn had inherited from his father, 

a claim of £16,000 against King Charles II of England, for money loaned & services 
rendered. In 1680 Penn asked the payment of this claim in land in America. The 
king was willing & signed a grant of territory 3/4/1681 & upon receiving his 
charter from the king, Penn drafted Pennsylvania's first constitution in April, 
1682. Penn had considered naming the colony "Sylvania" or "Woodland" but King 
Charles II insisted on including the name "Penn" in honor of the founder's father 
who was an Admiral in the English Navy. 


Penn was then made governor & proprietor of "Pennsilvania", a vast tract, intended 
to be three degrees in latitude & five in longitude. It was described as bounded 
on the east by the Delaware River, on the west by Maryland & to extend as far 
northward "as plantable". He could sell the land on his own terms & to whom he 
wanted to. He could fix the government, make the laws - subject to the assent 

of the freeman - appoint magistrates & judges, levy taxes, control the military 
forces & grant pardons & reprieves - though in all these powers the Crown re- 
served a veto. He abolished promogeniture, gave all the power to the people to 
initiate the repeal laws, reserving no veto for himself; all taxes were to be 
collected by law, the courts were to be open to all & no oaths required. Penal- 
ties were to be light, capital punishment abolished except for murder, prisons 
were to be workhouses & all children taught a useful trade. All who professed 
faith in Jesus Christ were to be eligible to office & all who confessed an al- 
mighty God were to have free exercise of their worship. Penn saw an opportunity 
to found a Christian commonwealth devoted to liberty, peace & justice & to secure 
a place of rest for his persecuted co-religionists. 


Penn made three visits to the Palatinate, preaching in Germany the tenets of the 
recently founded sect of the Cuakers & invited the oppressed to help found a land 
of liberty. When it became known that Penn, a Quaker preacher, was offering to 
sell land in America, purchasers were soon found among the Quakers & Mennonites 
of Krefeld, Germany. Penn's first prices were £100 sterling for 5000 acres, or 
40 shillings for 100 acres, in addition to which the owners were to pay an annual 
quit-rent of a shilling for each 1000 acres to the proprietary of Pennsylvania. 


TRAVELING AT THAT TIME, whether on land or by sea was no easy matter & not one to 
be lightly undertaken. They transported themselves, their families & their goods 
by wagon to the nearest river & in most cases it was the Rhine River, on which 
they were transported to the nearest seaport. The entire journey was one of 
continual series of discomforts, suffering, disease & death. Passengers were 
crowded into frail wooden ships in the most inhumane manner. Innumberable diffi- 
culties & dangers, not only on the long & stormy sea voyage, but attacks of sea 
pirates, miserable & scant provisions, loathsome diseases such as smallpox, which 
produced unspeakable distress, were just some of the hardships these adventurous 
travelers were forced to endure. The trips were from a few weeks to many months 
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long, depending mostly upon the weather. Ship owners & others who aided in their 
transporation frequently robbed them & sometimes their baggage was not sent at 
all. 


PASSENGER LISTS = up until cal736, women's & children's names were sometimes 
included in the shiplists, which were supposed to carry the names of all adult 
males 16 years of age or over. Children under the age of 12 years were counted 
as half a "freight" 6 infants less than 1 year old were not counted at all, with 
adults over 16 were counted as "freights". 


Penn sailed with cal00 others, most of whom were Quakers, for America & on 10/27/ 
1682 landed at New Castle. Stopping at Upland, Penn went up the river to the new 
city he had named Philadelphia, then partly laid out. Upland was changed to 
Chester & was the capital until March, 1683, when the seat of government was 
transferred to Philadelphia. The settlers dug into the embankments of the river 
facing the Delaware & built roofs over the cavities - these hastily constructed 
abodes called "caves" were jused until more traditional homes could be built of 
logs. The custom of living in these "caves" was one which the old Swedes estab- 
lished some forty years before. Later when trade began to grow so that wharves 
were needed along the Delaware River, those who had these caves would not give 
them up right away - now their descendants are living in very elegant mansions 

on Spruce & Pine Sts. in Philadelphia. 


Up until the summer of 1683 fifty ships had arrived & when Penn had arrived the 
previous autumn, it was estimated that there were about 1000 Swedes along the 
Delaware, also some Dutch settlers & some English Quakers had drifted over from 
West Jersey, while the Indians roamed the woods. Up to 8/20/1683 about 80 houses 
& at least one tavern had been built in Philadelphia, which was comprised of 

1280 acres, extending from the Delaware to the Schuylkill & from Vine St. on the 
north to South St. on the south. 


THE SHIP "AMERICA" group landed at Philadelphia 8/20/1683, enroute severe storms 
occurred & in one of them the foremast was wrecked & Pastorius & Wertmuller were 
both injured by falls due to another one. Pastorius also recorded that a whale 
attacked the ship. The following were among Pastorius’ party, plus the ship 
carried eighty other passengers, the Captain was Wasey - they had left from 
England 6/10/1683, with nine (some say twelve) other persons who were mostly 
from the neighborhood of Frankfort-on-the-Main: 


FRANCIS DANIEL PASTORIUS b-9/26/1651 Franconia, Germany, a lawyer & scholar & a 
resident of Sommerhausen, Germany, who had had a good university education & had 
commenced practising law when he first heard of William Penn, age 32y. When 
Pastorius’ Frankfort friends decided to buy a large tract of land in Pa. (15,000 
acres), Pastorius agreed to go there as their representative & arrange for the 
settlement of Germantown, Philadelphia, Pa. This group became known as "the 
Frankfort Company". Pastorius' house was on Frankfort Company land in Phila. 
fronting on the Delaware River where the drawing of lots for the Krefelders took 
place. The house was a small one “half under & half aboveground", 30 shoes long 
& 1f wide & could handle about 20 persons. It had a single window of oil-soaked 
paper. In addition to the house, he had a "cellar 7 shoes deep, 12 wide & 20 
long” on the Delaware stream & was at the time adding a stable. 


THE FRANKFORT COMPANY consisted of the following that accompanied Pastorius; 
Conrad Bacher - whose name was also spelled Rutters. Cornelius Bom, a pastry 
baker. He remained in Philadelphia for a time where he established a bakery; 

a few years later he had his home in Germantown where he died in 1689. His dau. 
married Anthony Morris - progenitor of the prominent ones of Philadelphia. Isaac 
Dilbeck, a weaver & of the Reformed Church, with his wife & two sons & lived in 
Germantown until 1696, then made his home in Whitemarsh twp. Jacob Gasper - no 
data. Jacob Schumacher (Shoemaker) from Mainz near Frankfort, Germany, a turner 
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by trade who became sheriff of Germantown in 1693, also a coroner. He became a 
member of the Society of Friends. His later years were spent in Philadelphia & 
he was ancestor of a branch of the Shoemaker family, while other were descended 
from a Peter Schumacher who came to Germantown in 1683, & a George Schumacher 
arriving in 1686. There has been books published on this family name, one of 
which was SHOEMAKER PIONEERS by Benjamin H. Shoemaker, 3rd. Frances Simpson, 

an English servant employed by Pastorius, along with her two children - possibly 
a widow? George Wertmuller who was from Switzerland. 


Ancestry of the Krefelders 


From "The Ancestors of the 13 Krefeld Emigrants" by W. Niepoth - p. 207 - the 
parents of the Krefeld emigrants lived as follows in 1650: the Op den Graeff's 
settled in Krefeld, the Luckens & the Klinkens in Dahlen, the Kinderses, the 
Lenssens, the Artesses & the Bleikerses all lived in Monchengladbach; the Kurlises 
were from Walkniel. Therefore it was in the territory of the Dukedom of Julich 
with Aemtern Bruggen, Gladbach & Born, besides Krefeld, which belonged to the 
Earldom of Moers, that these emigrants can be placed, which with the exception of 
a few periods of foreign occupation, have always been German. 


Krefeld/Crefeld is now an important mfg. city of Prussia - four miles west of the 
Rhine, twelve miles NW of Dusseldorf & thirty-five miles NW of Cologne ~ it was 
founded in the 1100's & is chiefly noted for its manufacture of silk & silk mixed 
goods, there are 120 factories which produce silk goods besides fifty for dyeing 
silk; 


From "The History of Old Germantown" by Keyser: Thirteen Krefeld families were 
soon ready to sail - 33 persons in all, another account states they numbered 
about 40. On p. 10 of “Germantown 1683-1922" by Hocker is given the following 
explanation - the number of 33 persons has been said to be from Krefeld & that 
number has been accepted because 33 "freights" were registered on their behalf 
for passage on the ship CONCORD, on which they made the voyage. However, child- 
ren under the age of 12 years were counted as half a "freight" & infants less 
than one year old were not counted at all - so in all probability there were 
more than thirty-three persons. Up until cal736, women's & children's name were 
sometimes included in the shiplists, which were supposed to carry the names of 
all adult males 16 years of age or over. 


Numerous inter-relationship by marriage existed among the Krefeld party. Strepers 
who was single at the time, was a cousin of the OpdenGraeffs & two of his sisters 
were the wives of Kunders & Arets. Jan Simens died within a few years & his widow 
then married Strepers. Most of the names are probably Dutch, even though they 
were from Germany, but Krefeld was not far from the Holland/Germany border. 


On p. 29 of "The History of Old Germantown" by Keyser: Jacob Telner, an Amster- 
dam merchant living in Krefeld, had been in America between 1678-81 - he arranged 
with James Claypoole, a London Merchant with hom he had had dealings to provide 

a passage for the Krefeld emigrants. Before leaving Rotterdam, Holland, Jacob 
Telner conveyed 2000 acres of his land in Pa., some located in Germantown & some 
now located in Montgomery Co., Pa. along the Perkiomen Creek, adjoining a Mr. 
Shippen's proprety; and Jan Streypers had conveyed 100 acres to his brother Willem 
& 200 acres each to Jan Seimens & Peter Keurlis, plus the Krefelders had pur- 
chased 18,000 acres of land from Wm. Penn. 


The ship CONCORD 


Captain of the ship was Capt. Jeffries who had been to America seven or eight 
times - he was friendly & polite. The Concord was a vessel of 500 tons & carried 
26 cannon & forty sailors. It was well built & would accomodate 180 passengers, 
with special space being available where large families might have privacy. The 
middle deck was 130 feet long & 32 feet broad. To make more space if necessary, 
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Capt Jeffries promised to stow one-third of the cannon in the hold. The cost of 
transportation would be £5 per person more than 12 yrs. of age & 50 shillings 
each for thos less than 12 yrs., while infants under 1 yr. would be free. The 
freight rate for goods was 40 shillings a ton & drinks 24 shillings a ton. The 
passengers were advised to bring butter, cheese, clothing sufficient for two or 
three years, iron for building, tools for all kinds of mechanics, rope, fishnets 
& guns. Men & women unable to pay their passage would be taken with the under- 
standing that they would work for four years as servants to pay for their passage 
& clothing. Ref -"Germantown 1683-1933" by Hocker. 


The Krefeld contingent left from Gravesend, England 7/24/1683 on the ship CONCORD 
arriving at Philadelphia, Pa. on 10/6/1683. The pioneers had a pleasant voyage 
per James Claypoole who wrote "The blessing of the Lord did attend us so that we 
had a very comfortable passage & had our health all the way, & unto Johannes 
Bleikers a son Peter was born while at sea." A letter written by Hermann Op den 
Graeff after their arrival in Philadelphia stated "Our number did not decrease 
upon the ocean, but it was increased by two, a son & a dau. - the mothers were 
easy in labor & were shortly well again. My mother died in Philadelphia on the 
19th of November, 1683 & was buried in that very place. My brother's wife was 
delivered of a daughter here in Germantown, which was the first born here." 


Names of the Krefeld contingent on the ship CONCORD were - 


Leonard/Lenert Arets of Krefeld, Germany, & his wife, who was a sister of William 
Strepers, they had purchased 1000 acres. 


Johannes Bleikers of Krefeld, Germany, his wife & infant son, the latter born 
during the voyage to America. They later made their home in Bucks Co., Pa. 


Peter Kurlis/Keurlis of Krefeld, Germany, who had m 3/17/1675 Elizabeth Doors, 
they were Reformed Church members. He was later constable of Germantown 1692-4, 


Tonis/Tunes Kunders (later known as Dennis Conrad) - a blue dyer from Krefeld & 
his wife (sister of William Strepers) & three sons. He was a burgess & served 
as recorder in 1692. 


Jan/Johann (John) Lenssen/Lensen a linen weaver from Krefeld, Germany. He was 
the only one of the Krefeld party that remained a Mennonite. In 1701 he declined 
the office of burgess. 


Jan/Johan Lucken (John Lukens) & his wife. He was a constable in 1691 & sheriff 
in 1964-5. His wife Mary is believed to have been a sister of Reinert Tisen. 


Dirck, Hermann & Abraham Op den Graeff three brothers who were all linen weavers 


from Krefeld, Germany & originally Mennonites, being gradnsons of Hermann De Graef, 
"Bishop of the Mennonites"; their mother 4 their sister Margarette. 


Jan/Johann Simens (John Seimens/Simons) of Krefeld, Germany & his wife, the 
latter being of the Lucken family. He died the first winter in Germantown 6 
in 1685 his widow m Willem Strepers. 


Willem Strepers (Wilhelm/William Streepers) of Krefeld, Germany. He was a cousin 
of the Op den Graeff's & a brother of Jan Strepers who had bought much land in 

Pa. & came here later. Willem was single when he arrived, but in 1683 he married 
the widow of Jan Simens. Willem died in 1717. He was a Reformed Church member.: 


Abraham Tunes (Tunnis) -a linen weaver, he was a burgess in 1694. 


Reinert Theissen/Tisen (Reynier Tyson) of Krefeld, Germany. He was a burgess for 
several years. In 1701 he bought 250 acres in Abington twp., one mile south of 
Fitzwatertown, in what is now Montgomery Co., Pa. & lived there until his death 

in 1745 age 86y. He was single on his arrival, in 1783 he married either Margaret 
Kunders (sister of Tones Kunder) or Margaret Strepers (sister of Wm. Strepers).- 


Dirck Tisen (Derrick Tyson) - of Krefeld, Germany, younger brother of Reinert 
Tisen. He never married & died a few years after his arrival. 
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On 10/25/1683 (the date now used to celebrate the anniversary of their arrival) 
the Krefelder contingent proceeded to Pastorius’ "cave" on the banks of the Dela- 
ware River where fourteen town lots were apportiored by lottery, one to each 
family. Immediately thereafter trees were felled & log houses erected. The 
district was named the German twp. & took on the name Germantown. They had no 
problems with the Indians as William Penn paid them for their land & always 
treated them fairly. The colony was so poor for awhile that it was named 
ARMENTOWN which mean “Poor Town" in English. 


The first houses were small, most probably no more than one room with a loft 
above & were often built of rubblestone, although some had a heavy timber frame- 
work filled with brick noggin. The Krefelders included linen weavers who were 
but a tiny part of a larger exodus of Huguenots, Dutch Calvinists & other Separa- 
tists fleeing persecution in their homelands. Pastorius credited Germantown's 
most prominent external prosperity to flax raising, spinning & weaving & the 
superior quality of their textiles was commented upon by travelers to the area 
throughout the 18th century. The mills were among the most numerous & grandest 
of the town's industrial establishments. 


Colonial times in America was a time when the people were mainly a farming folk, 
book learning was a handicap rather than an aid when it came to dodging arrows 

in the deep woods. If a settler had to go to court to testify, it might take 

him a day or so longer to ride on horseback to the county seat. Luxuries were 
few and far between. Families were much larger. The early Penna. Germans living 
in Penna. German areas, became Anglicized very slowly. A great many who could 
not read or write would confuse dates, if they could recall them at all - even 
tombstones are frequently in error & to come up with authentic vital statistics 
from the early colonial history is very difficult & sometimes impossible as you 
will see while reading further in this book. When dates/places/spelling of names 
are in conflict - the author of this book has attempted to point this out. 


After the Krefelders received their land they then reserved an acre for a market 
place, a graveyard & the "public buildings" on the west side in front of the 

sixth lot by a cross street in the middle of town, near the present Queen Lane. 

By 1704, the Borough Corp. sold to Paul Wulff for £4, three-quarters of this acre 
& to exchange the remaining one-quarter acre for two half-acre lots, each to be 
used as a burial ground - one at Logan S*. known today as the LOWER BURYING GROUND 
& the other just north of Washington Lane as the UPPER BURYING GROUND. 

With the £4 the Borough bought a half-acre plot from James Delaplaine, the present 
Market Square for the town market & other public purposes. For the first 150 yrs. 
the Market Square (also described as the "Green" or the "Common") was a place of 
public assembly & had a prison, stocks & a pound, all financed by the Borough 
Corp. - & at the SE corner of the common was a well. From lot No. 5 on the west 
side of Germantown Ave., below Queen Lane, one acre was reserved as a site for a 
market, public buildings & a burial ground, although it was never used for thet 
purpose as Paul Wulff (who drew lot No. 5) made arrangements with the community 

in 1693, to retain the acre designated for public use & in exchange for one-fourth 
thereof he deeded the community a tract of a half-acre at what is now the north 
corner of Germantown Ave. & Logan St. & another half-acre on the east side of 
Germantown Ave., north of Washington Lane & for the remaining three-quarters of 

an acre of Lot No. 5, Wulff paid E4. 


1684 Arrivals - from Mulheim, Germany were: Wigard & Gerhard Levering (who later 
settled in Roxborough), Herman Op de Trap, Ennecke Klosterman who m 1688 Francis 
Daniel Pastorius, Jan Linderman, Levin Harberdinck, Michael Renberg, Evert In den 
Hoffe (now DeHaven), Rennier Herman & Klas Jansen. From Mors: Thomas Rutter who 
establ. the first iron works near Pottstown, Pa.; Kornelius Siverts, Daniel 
Scherkes & H. J. van Aaken. Jan Neusz (Nice) from Cologne. From Krefeld: Walter 
Seimen, Jacob Isaac van Bebber, Mathias van Bebber who later owned much land in 
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Skippack called "Van Bebber's twp.", Willem Hosters, Kornel Thieszen (now Corne- 
lius Tyson), Herman Dors, Paul Kuster & Jean de la Plaine. From Neuweid - Hubert 
Brauwer. It is not known where the following came from: Gerhard Hendricks, Hen- 
drick Buchholtz, Arnold van Fossen & Philip Hanselman. 


More arrived in 1685 from Krisheim who had been subjects of the Elector Palatine, 
they spread out on what had been an Indian trail & was called Main St., now known 
as Germantown Ave. 


In time the twp. was divided into four villages: Germantown incl. 2750 acres, 
Krisheim/Cresheim incl. 884 acres, Sommerhausen 900 acres & Krefeld/Crefeld - 
1166 acres. 


On 4/18/1688 the Germantown Friendsmeeting in the home of Tunes Kunders (now at 
5109 Germantown Ave.), adopted a protest against human slavery prepared by 
Pastorius, which was forwarded to the Friends’ Monthly Mtg. - expressing a new 
philosophy declaring it to be the right of all human beings to live as free men. 
It proved to be too radical for immediate acceptance by the Quakers of Phila. & 
Burlington. An interesting piece of trivia about the slavery protest is the two 
different spellings of the the brothers Dirck "up de graeff" & Abraham as "op 
Den Graef". 


In 1689 beginning at the southern end of Germantown, the property owners were: 

On the west side of the main street - Jan Strepers, Dirck Op den Graeff, Herman 
Op den Graeff, Abraham Op den Graeff, Jan Simens, Paul Wulff, Johannes Bleikers, 
the Frankfort Company - two lots, Jacob Schumacher, Jacob Isaac van Bebber, Jacob 
Telner, Heifert Papen, Jacob Jansen Klumges, Cornelius Sieverdts, Hans Peter 
Umbstadt, Peter Shumacher - 2 lots, George Hartzfelder - 14 lots, Claus Tamson, 
Hans Milan, Henry Frey - 15 lots, Johannes Kassel, Abraham Op den Graeff - & lot, 
Aret Klincken, Johannes Silaus - & lot. On the East side of the main street - 
Peter Keurlis, Tunes Kunders (Conrad), Jan Lensen, Lenert Arets, Reinert Tisen 
(Tyson), Abraham Tunes, Gerhard Hendricks - 2 lots, David Scherkges, Walter Simens, 
Dirck Kolck, Wigart Levering, Hermann von Bon, Gerhard Levering, Heinrich Sellen, 
Isaac Schefer, Heinrich Buchholtz, Franklin Co. - 1 lots, Cornelius Bom, Isaac 
Dilbeck - & lot, Ennecke Klostermann, Jan Doeden - & lot, Andreas Souplis (Sup- 
plee), Wm. Ruttinghusen (Rittenhouse), Klaus Ruttinghusen, Dirck Keyser & Wilhelm 
Strepers. 


The Germantown community drew up a charter which received the signature of Wm. 
Penn on 8/12/1689 & the royal approval 5/31/1691. The charter constitutes “one 
body pollitique & corporate by the name of the Bailiff, Burgesses & Commonalty 

of German Towen, in the County of Phila." Herman Isaacs Optegraff (name already 
being changed) is described as “towne president", the others were: Francis Daniel 
Pastorius, civilian; Jacob Telner, merchant; Dirck Isaacs Optegraff, linenmaker; 
Abraham Isaacs Optegraff, linenmaker, Jacob Isaacs (probably Jacob Isaac van Beb- 
ber), Johannes Cassele, Reywart Papen, Tennis Coender (Kunders), Herman Bon and 
Dirck VanKolk, yeoman. 


The officials under the charter were to be: One bailiff - who was to be the 
chief executive, four burgesses & six committeemen - who were to constitute the 
general court & were to meet annually each December lst & elect their own succes- 
sors & also fill other offices in the community. The General Court had the 
authority to admit new settlers into the corporation & to establish laws for 

the community. On the ensuing December lst - the following were designated to 
service until the next December lst: Bailiff - Pastorius, burgesses - Telne, 
Dirck & Herman Optegraff & Tennis Coender (Kunders); Committee - Abraham Opte- 
graff, Isaacs, Cassele, Papen, Bon & VanKolk. The bailif & the two eldest bur- 
gesses were to be justices of the peace; the bailif, the three eldest burgesses 
& the recorder were to sit once every six weeks as a court of record to hear 
civil cases. Various subordinate officials were also authorized. 
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The records of the General Court from 1691-1707, can be found in the collection 
at the Historical Society of Pa. - most of them are in Germany written by Pas- 
torius, with the exception of 1698, when he went to Phila. to teach school and 
Paul Wulff then wrote the records in Dutch, then in 1700, Pastorius returned and 
began keeping the records again. The Hist. Soc. of Pa. also has the Grund and 
Lager Buch - the volume in which Pastorius entered transactions BeeenGs pe the 
occupancy of the land. 


An official seal was designed by Pastorius "a trifolium having a grapevine on one 
leaf, a flax blossom on another & a weaver's spool on a third, with the inscrip- 
tion "Vinum, Linum et Textrinum" - to show that the people lived there from the 
grapes, flax é trade. Two of the original seals (without the incription) were 
found on some old Germantown deeds which had come into the possession of the 
Germantown Hist. Soc. For the laws of Germat:town enacted by the General Court - 
refer to "Germantown 1683-1933" by Hocker pp. 36 = 41. Notices of matters of 
public interest including forthcoming marriages were posted at the meeting house, 
as there were no newspapers at that time. 


Taxes - all who settled in Germantown were required to pay six (6) shillings for 
the right to enjoy municipal privileges. As the residents were expected to work 
on public projects, the tax in money was light. In 1695 a tax of a shilling for 
every 25 acres actually occupied was levied in Germantown to provide public scales 
& measures & also a book in which to register marriages, births & deaths. 


A bushel of wheat sold for 3 to 4 shillings, a bushel of Indian corn for one 
shilling, eight pence; a pound of beef 3 - 4k pence, while laborers received two 
shillings a day. A Pennsylvania shilling was worth 13 1/8 cents in modern money. 


The first paper mill in America was built ca na small 
stream (Monoshone Creek/Paper Mill Run) near the pre section of Wayne Ave. 


& Carpenter Lane. It flowed south from Germantown twp. into Roxborough twp., 
joining Wissahickon Creek near where Lincoln Dr. now unites with Wissahickon Dr. 
in Fairmount Park, on the banks of this little stream, few hundred feet north of 
its mouth. The site for the mill was given by Samuel Carpenter & Wm. Bradford, 

a Phila. printer & Robert Turner & Thomas Treas had joined Rittenhouse in this 
venture, but sometime later Rittenhouse bought out all their interest. The paper 
the mill produced can be identified by its watermark "WR" & a cloverleaf ina 
shield with a crown-shaped top over the word "Pensilvania" - later, when the son 
Nicholas/Klaus Rittenhouse ran the mill the watermark was then "KR". Later gen- 
erations of the Rittenhouse family continued to operate the mill until the latter 
part of the 1700's. The area was later given the name of "Rittenhousetown" and 
later cal890 became part of Fairmount Park & all the mills & most of the dwellings 
were then removed 4 the church & school were discontinued. The house that was 
built there (earlier than 1732) which faces Lincoln Dr. remains today & is marked 
by a bronze tablet. Paper made in Germantown was sold in New York as well as in 
Phila. but not until 1738 did it find a local market when Christopher Saur began 
his career as a printer, publisher & journalist opening what became the largest 
typographical business in the British Colonies. In 1739, Saur began publishing 
his almanac "Der Hoch Deutsch Americanische Calendar" & his newspaper "Der Hoch 
Deutsch Pennsylvanisch Geschicht Schreiber" - the first successful German paper 
in the colonies. William Rittenhouse was a native of Mulheim, Germany, who first 
came to New York in 1688, then to Germantown area soon afterward. He had a daugh. 
Elizabeth & two sons, Gerhard & Nicholas/Klaus. 


Grist Mills - Richard Townsend built a grist mill on a branch of Wingohocking 
Creek, east of Germantown twp. in Bristol twp. - the road from this mill to 
Germantown was called Mill St., later named Church Lane. Townsend was a native 
of England & a member of the Society of Friends, who came on the ship WELCOME 
with Wm. Penn in 1682. The site of the mill was part of a 200 acre grant which 
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William Penn made to Townsend in 1685. It was later owned by members of the Lukens 
family & was known during the Revolution as Lukens’ mill, later operated by the 
Roberts family in the 1800's, until it was removed cal873. 


Millers who set up grist, oil, paper & fulling mills (being a necessary adjunct of 
the clothmaking process) as well as tanners who found the abundant streams well 
suited to their trade, soon followed. 


Gerhart Hendricks, one of the German pioneers, also built a mill on Wingohocking 
Creek & Gerhart or Garrett Rittenhouse, s/o William, had a grist mill on Cresheim 
Creek. 


In 1686 the community had a church building which later was also used by the civic 
government. 


In cal/07, the great influx of immigrants began & so vast were their numbers in Pa. 
as to excite public attention as early as 1717. The German population, not only of 
Pa., but of the colonies in general, grew in such proportion as to make it possible 
to speak of a German belt extending from central New England through the Saratoga 
country of New York, southward along the Hudson, covering portions of New Jersey & 
Pa. then southeast of the Blue Ridge area, thence extending over the southern bound- 
ry throughout all Maryland west of the Chesapeake & then southward & through this 
sturdy race had obtained the very best land available for agricultural pursuits. 


1/11/1707 Germantown becomes a township of Philadelphia County. A representative 
of the British Crown declared the Germantown gov't. illegal & terminated it, after 
which Germantown was a twp. in Phila. Co. The chief reason why this happened was 
because the Germantowners objected to paying county & provincial taxes, believing 
they were more or less of an autonomous power, & since they paid taxes to the Ger- 
mantown gov't. they should not be expected to pay additional taxes to the gov't. in 
Phila. An investigation by the attorney for the crown also disclosed that German- 
town officials were exercising functions in making laws, managing public affairs & 
performing marriages for which there was no legal authority. Hency the gov't. was 
declared at an end. Sometimes there were declinations of the German settlers to 
accept office because of religious scruples, which could have been a comtributing 
factor to the collapse of their gov't. 


In 1709 John Henry Sprogel acquired control of the Frankfort Company lands by means 
that aroused a great protest & created much alarm because settlers lost their land 
when titles were found to be defective. 


About 1727, St. Michael's Lutheran Church was founded, the first of this denomina- 
tion in Philadelphia, In 1732 the Reformed Church was built at Market Square, now 
Market Square Presbyterian Church. In March of 1742, Count Zinzendorf founded the 
first Moravian School in America, it was transferred from Germantown to Bethlehem 
where it is still conducted today. In 1760 Germantown Academy was founded. 


The hardships of these settlers led to the formation of the first charitable orga- 
nization of the Germans in America in 1764, known as the “Duetsche Gesellschaft" 
which is now known as the German Society of Phila. - still is in existance. 


Among the names of German origin that are well known in American history ares 
Westinghouse, Eisenhower & Pershing. Gen. von Steuben was a leader during the 
Revol. War & Carl Schurz in the Civil War. Descendants of Thomas Kunders founded 
the Cunard steamship lines and the descendants of Jan Lukens founded Lukens Steel 
near Phila. 

The period preceding the Revolution was the great era in Germantown. During the 
first hundred years it was self-sufficient, quite independent é was a distinctive 
entity. Thereafter it became more & more associated with the life of Philadelphia. 
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The American Revolution - 4/19/1775 


The war came because the American colonies had really become a nation & because 
the British gov't. unwisely insisted upon managing American affairs after the 
Americans were quite able to take care of themselves. England had just relieved 
the colonies from fear of French conquest, external bonds were gone é internal 
ties were dissolving. Then George III & his ministers supplied the necessary jar 
to effect separation by trying to raise revenue in America by "Acts of Parliament". 
England looked upon their colonies as being for the benefit of the mother country. 
She managed them in matters of trade to her own advantage - this was done in two 
ways: First, by not allowing the colonies to trade with foreighn nations, except 
under laws made by the mother country. Second, by permitting the colonies to 
manufacture only those articles which were not made in England. 


The Navigation Act forced the colonists to send their chief products to England 
before they could sell to other countries. They prohibited the transportation of 
wool or woolen goods from one colony to another. In 1732, they prohibited the 
manufacture of hats, declaring that was an "ill practice”. The Sugar Act of 1733 
& other similar laws, such as prohibiting the operation of iron works, etc. were 
passed - these are some of the things that drove America to revolt. 


The overbearing conduct of Royal Officers in America was checked only by the fact 
that their salaries were paid by the Colonial Assemblies. In 1770, trouble occurred 
in Boston & several citizens were shot by the soldiers - this was called the "Boston 
Massacre”. 


Astute patriots rallied the majority of the Americans by an old English shibboleth 
& after a bitter eight years’ conflict (1775-83) the thirteen English colonies 
became the first free American nation. The Battle of Bunker Hill occurred June 17, 
1775. It was earlyrin 1776 that Richard Henry Lee of Va., obeying the voice of 

his colony, introduced in Congress his famous resolution “that these United Colonies 
should be free & independent states". A committee consisting of Thomas Jefferson, 
John Adams, Benjamin Franklin, Roger Sherman & Robert R. Livingston were appointed 
to draw up a Declaration of Independence. On 7/4/1776, the "Liberty Bell” rang out 
the decision of Congress to the people of Phila. The struggle for the rights of 
Englishmen had given way to the rights of men. The people resolved to become 
American citizens instead of British subjects. 


The German & Swiss settlers, although naturally conservative, entered into the 
revolution with the same ferver with which they resisted intolerance in their an- 
central homes in Europe. When the Declaration of Independence was adopted, the old 
State Gov't. of Pa. was practically destroyed 4 the proprietary authority in the 
state ended. On 9/28/1776, a frame of that gov't. known in history as the “Declara- 
tion of Rights" went into effect. By its requirements, a military system was im- 
posed upon the people: "The freeman of the Commonwealth & their sons shall be 
trained & armed for its defense under such regulations, restrictions & exemptions 

as the General Assembly shall by law direct.” 


By 1777, the conditions were serious enough to call for the adoption of the new 
law known as the “Test Act" or the Oath of Allegiance. It provided "that all white 
male inhabitants of the State, above the age of eighteen, shall, before the first 
day of the ensuing July, take a subscribe before some justice of the peace an oath, 
renouncing & refusing an allegiance to George III, King of Great Britain at that 
time, his heirs & successors & that I will be faithful & bear true allegiance to 
the Commonwealth of Pa., as a free & independent state 4 that I will at any time, 
do, or cause to be done, any matter or thing, that will be prejudicial or injurious 
to the freedom & independence thereof, as declared by Congress; & also, that I will 
discover & make known to some justice of the peace of said State, all treasons or 
traitorous conspiracies which I now know or hereafter shall know to be formed 
against this or any of the United States of America.” All who refused to take 

this oath were regarded as Tories. 
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The Battle of Germantown was fought 10/4/1777, and six years later after that de- 
feat by the British, Gen. George Washington é his Continental Army defeated and 
forced the surrender of Lord Cornwallis & his Army of redcoats at Yorktown - 10/18/ 
1781. Washington's Army grew rapidly until it numbered 16,000. Yorktown was bom- 
barded for three weeks, Washington leading the attack in person. Cornwallis was 
forced to surrender to avoid annihilation. 


1783 - The Treaty of Peace was signed between Great Britain & the United States. 
When the British raised the white flag at Yorktown, the American & French Armies 
drew up in opposite lines more than a mile in length, at the head of one was Gen. 
Washington 4 at the head of the other stood Count Rochambeau. The British soldiers 
marched between the two lines with slow & solemn steps, their colors cased & the 
drums beating an old British march. When opposite Gen. Washington, a British 
General lifted his hat & said that Cornwallis was not well enough to come in person 
to deliver his sword. And Gen. Lincoln, who had been compelled to give up his 
sword at Charlestown, now by Gen. Washington's order, received the British Sword 

& led the defeated army to an open field where they laid down their arms. Hostili- 
ties ceased at this point. The U. S. Constitution was drafted at Phila. & rati- 
fied 1787-8. In 1789 George Washington was elected the first President of the 
United States, he died in 1799, 


In the Federal Period 1783-1812, the development of Germantown as Philadelphia's 
first suburb proceeded. In 1800 the capital of the United States was moved from 
Phila. to Washington, D.C. Germantown remained a twp. within Phila. Co. until 

the 1840s, when it again became a borough until 1854 when it was incorporated into 
the city of Phila. upon the consolidation of city & county. Germantown was once a 
maighty mfg. power in southeastern Pa., known for its mills & the invention of a 
rugged wagon used by the early settlers moving west. It late fell on hard times, 
but today is an important section of a great city & has a culture é atmosphere 

of its own. For a more complete record of Germantown read “Germantown 1683-1933" 
by E. W. Hocker - 1933, or “Early Germantown" by Judge H. D. Saylor, Pres. of the 
Germantown Historical Society - 1959. 


Quakers or The Religious Society of Friends 


The term Quaker was originallly a disparaging nickname, derived either from the 
saying of George Fox "Tremble at the word of the Lord", or from their habit of 
quivering with religious emotion, it soon lost its derogatory meaning 4 members 

of the society call themselves either Friends or Quakers. The society was founded 
in England cal652 by George Fox & was based on the belief that there is "that of 
God in every man" & that by following this Divine Spirit, the Inner Light, one can 
discover true belief & rightious conduct without the help of any minister. They 
met with violent persecution from the Church of England 6 the Puritans 4 when they 
reached New England, they found even more persecution 4 strict laws were passed 
against them, some were flogged é driven from town to town. A great variation of 
belief is found among them, some are conservative 4 some very liberal. The basic 
principles on which they agree are found in the Book of Discipline, published with 
minor variations by each Yearly Meeting. All Monthly Meetings in a given area 
came together four times a year as a Quarterly Meeting - for worship, fellowship, 
transaction of business & discussion of common problems. Once a year the meetings 
united in a much larger one for a Yearly Meeting, otherwise in most areas they had 
Monthly Meetings. Each Monthly Meeting had a clerk & a committee of overseers & 
a committee of Ministry & Counsel, or of Elders, as well as a varying number of 
other committees. There is no paid ministry. Collections were not taken, every 
year the expenses of the meetings, which were usually very small, were divided 
among the adult members who received notice of the budget & estimated income. A 
quota of the funds collected by the Monthly Meetings were paid to the Quarterly & 
Yearly Meetings. 
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Form of Worship - many households observed the custom of silent grace before the 
business mtgs., regularly open & close with a period of silence. Meetings for 
worship were silent until someone felt moved to speak or to pray. They have no 
outward form of baptism & no communion service, there is no ceremony for the adop- 
tion of new members - children of Friends became birthright members. Marriages 
were supervised by members of the mtg. & in the presence of their friends the 
couple to be married exchanged the vows of marriage & all who were present signed 
the certificate as witnesses. Many were disowned by their mtgs. for marrying 
persons of another faith. Their plain speech "Thee" & "Thy" & "Thou", etc. has 
been retained largely as a special intimate form of address. Plain dress was 
abandoned when the need for it was no longer evident, by the middle of the 20th 
century it had almost disapppeared. Funerals are as simple as possible, they pre- 
ferred no markers on their graves & buried their dead on their farms. There is 
"The American Friends Fellowship Council" with headquarters in Phila., Pa. They 
support many schools & colleges, including Swarthmore & Haverford colleges in Pa., 
Earlham College in Indiana, Guilford College in N.C. & Whittier in Calif. 


Abolotionists - At an early stage in their history, Friends developed a strong ob- 
jection to slavery. In the period before the Civil War many Friends maintained 
stations of the underground railroad for the assistance of fugitive slaves. The 
Mennonites also claim credit for the authoriship of the document that was drawn up 
in the first public protest against slave holding in America by the Dutch slave 
traders on 2/18/1688, by Gerrit Hendricks, Derick OpdenGraef, Francis Pastorius 

& Abraham OpdenGraef at the house of Thones Kunders. No Mennonite is known to 
have owned a slave in America, but many Quakers did so. 


Mennonites 


Their first great confession of Faith/Creed was completed é issued to the world 
from Dortrecht, Holland on 4/21/1632 & was signed by delegates from several places 
located mostly in Holland, but the western borders of Germany were also represented. 
Among those delegates can be found Hermann OpdenGraeff from Krevelt/Crefeld in 
Westphalia, Germany, near the Holland/Germany boundary. This confession laid the 
general foundation of the Mennonite Church. This congregation was organized 

cal690 in Germantown & was the first of this denomination in America. They held 
their first meetings on Lot No. 9 on the west side of the main hwy., in the homes 
of Jacob Telner & Jacob Isaac Van Bebber. The lot had a frontage of 466 feet & 
extended back to Wissahickon Ave. along the lower side of School lane. Thelner 


took the half of the lot along School lane. The Mennon Mtg. house still has 
some of the original furniture used at that time. who had 
built the first paper mill in America, was the first Mennon in America 


& served as the Germantown Mennonite minister. In 1708 the first Mennonite meet- 
inghouse in America was erected of logs on the east side of Germantown Ave., above 
Herman St. which was succeeded in 1770 by a stone building that.is still in use 
today. 


Although it is repeated many times that the “thirteen emigrant families of 1683 
were Mennonite" - this is only partly true - the fact is that all of them except 
Johann Lenssen had joined the little group of Krefeld Quakers & previous to this 
most of them were Mennonites, but Wilhelm Strepers & Peter Kirlis had been Reformed 
Church member. 


Pietists - Though somewhat like the Quakers & Mennonites in some of their beliefs 
they nominally adhered to the Lutheran faith. Pastorius fell under their influence 
in Frankfort-on-the-Main, Germany, from which circle came most of those who formed 
the Frankfort Co. They arrived in Germantown in June, 1694 & were best known as 

"the hermits of the Wissahickon". They spent two months in Germantown, then loca- 


ted on the hgts. bordering Wissahickon Creek, near Hermit Lane, on the upper side 
of the stream, NE of Ridge Rd. Their leader was Heinrich Bernhard Koster. 
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GERMANTOWN FRIENDS’ PROTEST AGAINST SLAVERY, 1688, 


THIS IS TO YX MONTHLY MEETING HELD AT RICHARD WORRELL’S. 


These are the reasons why we are against the traffick of men-body, as followeth. Is there 
any that would be done or handled at this manner? viz., to be sold or made a slave for all the 
time of his life? How fearful and faint-hearted are many on sea, when they see a strange ves- 
sel,—being afraid it should be a Turk, and they should be taken, and sold for slaves into Turkey. 
Now what is this better done, as Turks doe? Yea, rather is it worse for them, which say they 
are Christians; for we hear that ve most part of such negers are brought hither against their 
will and consent, and that many of them are stolen. Now, tho they are black, we can not conceive 
there is more liberty to have them slaves, as it is to have other white ones. There is a saying that 
we shall doe to all men like as we will be done ourselves; making no difference of what genera- 
tion, descent or colour they are. And those who steal or robb men, and those who buy or pur- 
chase them, are they not all alike? Here is liberty of conscience, wc is right and reasonable; 
‘here ought to be likewise liberty of xe body, except of evil-doers, wch is an other case. But to 
bring men hither, or to rob and sell them against their will, we stand against. In Europe there 
are many oppressed for conscience sake; and here there are those oppressed vb are of a black 
colour. And we who know that men must not comitt adultery,—some do commit adultery, in 
others, separating wives from their husbands and giving them to others; and some sell the child- 
ren of these poor creatures to other men. Ah! doe consider well this thing, you who doe it, if 
you would be done at this manner? and if it is done according to Christianity? You surpass 
Holland and Germany in this thing. This makes an ill report in all those countries of Europe, 
where they hear off, that ye Quakers doe here handel men as they handel there se cattle. And for 
that reason some have no mind or inclination to come hither. And who shall maintain this 
your cause, or pleid for it? Truly we can not du so, except you shall inform us better hereof, 
viz., that Christians have liberty to practise these things. Pray, what thing in the world can be 
done worse towards us, than if men should rob or steal us away, and sell us for slaves to strange 
countries; separating housbands.from their wives.and children.. Being now this is not donein tire" 
manner we would be done at therefore we contradict and are igenioet this traffic of men-body.. 
“Sud We Who proress tat TiS Hot aWiUl TO Steal, InFhL, TREES BN OE Lo purcndse sua aiihes 
as are stolen, but rather help to stop this robbing a: and 1 stealing if possible.. And such men ought 
“to be delivered out of se hands of ye robbers, ‘and set free as well as in Eur ope. Then is Pennsy]- 
vania to have a good report, instead it hath now a bad one for this sake in other countries. Especial- 
ly whereas ye Europeans are desirous to know in what manner ye Quakers doe rule in their prov- 
ince;— and most of them doe look upon us with an envious eye. But if this is done well whai 
shall we say is done evil? : 

If once these slaves (veh they say are so wicked and stubbern men) should joint themselves, 
—fight for their freedom.—and handel their masters and mastrisses as they did handel them be- 
fore; will these masters and mastrisses take the sword at hand and warr against these poor 
slaves, licke, we are able to believe, some will not 1efuse to doe; or have these negers not as much 
right to fight for their freedom, as you have to keey them slaves? 

Now consider well this thing, if it is good or bad? And in case you find it to be good to han- 
del these blacks at that manner, we desire and require you hereby lovingly, that you may in- 
form us herein, which at this time never was done, viz., that Christians have such a liberty to du 
so. To the end we shall be satisfied in this point, and satisfie likewise our good friends and 
acquaintances in our natif country, to whose it is a terror, or fairful thing, that men should be 
lhandeld so in Pennsylvania. 

This is from our meeting at Germantown, held ye 18 of the 2 month, 1688, to be delivered to 
the Monthly Meeting at Richard Worrel’s. Garret henderich

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17th State - 1803: The U. 5S. claimed possession of the NW Terr. by virtue of its 
victory over the British in the Revol. war. The central government decided the 
land should be used as bounty for the soldiers in the Revol. War & it was opened 
for settlement through the Ordinance of 1787 establishing the NW Terr. 


Within 61 yrs. five full states & part of a sixth had been created & admitted 
into the union from the NW Terr. Mass. & Conn. formed the Ohio Company which 
purchased about a million acres of land for two-thirds of a dollar per acre, in- 
cluding what afterwards became Washington, Noble, Morgan, Athens, Meigs & Gallia 
counties. Known as the Va. Military Bounty, about 45 million acres were set aside 
between the Scioto & the Little Miami Rivers for settlement by Virginians and 
Kentuckians about 1800. The Chillicote section in Ross county attracted many 
impatient & unrestrained Kentuckians & Tennesians, Sometime later two other dis- 
tricts were thrown open to settlers, the first of these movements brought large 
groups of Scotch-Irish, Germans & Quakers from the neighboring Pa., across the 
Ohio to the section from which later were created Columbiana, Carroll, Jefferson, 
Harrison, Belmont & Monroe counties. The trend of these migrations brought set- 
lers from N. J. floating down the Ohio & settling the area between the two Miami 
itivers, the Little & the Big. They & some Scotch-Irish & Dutch began the culti- 
vation of some 300,000 acres in that SW corner of Ohio. Cincinnati became an 
important part of thut colonization. 


After Gen. Anthony Wayne & his U.S. forces had driven the hostile Indian tribes 
westward from the Lake trie section in 1794, another 4 million acre tract, known 
as the western iteserve, was opened for settlement in the NE corner of Ohio, along 
Lake wrie, it was settled mainly by former Conn, residents. The "Refugee Tract" 
was set aside by congress for Canadians who had aided the American cause of the 
Revol. & had lost their lands in Canad, it was a tract 44 miles (N & S) & extended 
eastward from the Scioto River to near the Muskingum River, in the proximity of 
Franklin, Licking & Perry Cos., created in 1801, effective 1802. After 1813 the 
large NW section of the state was thrown open to settlers who flocked there from 
Kast & South, The opening of the Erie Canal in 1825 brought more settlers along 
that route from the north-eastern states. In 1799 Ohio was organized as a terr,. 
included in which was the Indiana Sec. The very next year, Indiana was organized 
as a Terr. & in 1805 Ohio became a state,

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Many researchers seem to think that Abraham Op den Graeff, Protestant Reformer of 
Zwammerdam, Holland (1561) was the father of Herman Op den Graeff (1585-1642) so 
the story of the Op den Graeffs will begin on that note - not documented/proved:

Abraham was a Dutch Reformer, he left the Catholic Church & took an active part 
with the Protestants at Swammerdam, Holland in 1561. As the Protestants were 
driven from their homes, Abraham divided his family & disguised them to make their 
escape since they had to travel through a very dangerous populous Catholic country. 
They were again united at Antwerp, in the Netherlands, where they expected to live 
in peace, but persecution broke out there too & many had ropes put around their 
nects & were dragged through the streets & then their maimed bodies were thrown 
into the River Scheldt, some were burned to death & so those that could, fled for 
their lives. Abraham & his family moved about the German States going from town 
to town, until his death at Duesseldorf, Germany. His widow & their married son 
removed to Krefeld, a Prussion town west of the Rhine River. The family were 
liberal & considerate in their sentiments towards all other sects. As early as 
1615, Herman Op den Graeff, from Aldekirk & a Mennonite resided in Krefeld/ 
Crefeld, Germany & could very well be a descendant of this Abraham? 
Ref: Genealogy of the DeGraeff Family by Mrs. Minnie G. (Updegraff) Moore & 
Mennonite Year Book & Almanac - 1916 - pp. 20, 21 & 22. 


THE DeGRAFF FAMILY is currently being researched by - Lawrence DeGraff, Jr. -

In the Diploma of Nobility loaned to Andreas DeGraeff, it was affirmed that the 
family DeGraeff was formerly called VonGrober, which is the same. This family 
today shows the same coat-of-arms as the DeGraeff's. The DeGraeff's belonged to 
the royal family of Holland & Amsterdam stands on DeGraeff/Op den Graeff land - 
not verified. Made up from genuine document by Pieter DeGraeff, Baron VanZuid 
Polsbrook (Polsbrock) Purmerlant in Lipendam, living in 1661, continued by Pieter 
DeGraeff, Gerritsz & after that by Dirck DeGraeff von Polsbroeck (Holland). The 
following is from the works of Gabriel Dinci (not in another copy) Bincalina and 
printed in Ulm (German) in 16623

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GRAAF/GRAEF, so spelled in modern Dutch, means count and Graffschaf means county 

Graaf or Op den Graeff is a common suffix to names in Holland, also 
found in the form of van Graef, van de Graeff & van der Graeff, etc. - is found 
among many families of Huguenot descent in Dordrecht, The Hage, etc. Perhaps 
Hermann Isaacs was so-called in Krefeld partly because he had come from the county 
into the town & partly in order to distinguish him & his family from the Krefeld 
family of Isaacs van Bebber. The beginning use of double names did not start 

until cal300 A.D., before that time it was used thusly “Abraham of the tribe/family 
of Graeff (or Op den Graeff, etc.).

Herman was a linen weaver & merchant, born of Mennonite parents of Aldekirk/Alle- 
kirche, cal2 miles from Krefeld, they moved to Krefeld in 1609. Herman was one of 
two delegates of the Krefeld Mennonite Church to sign the Dordrecht Confession in 
1632 & served as preacher in the congregation there. A certain Reformed member 

in the Morses Synod bitterly complained that "some simple non-Mennonites felt 
themselves drawn". In 1637, contributions were requested for the opporessed Re- 
formed Church in Sweebrucke, Herman contributed from his own means in the name of 
the small Krefeld congregation 25 Reich thanker, while the Reformed Congregation 
in Krefeld contributed only 22. 


There was at one time in the Krefeld Museum, window panes with Herman's & wife 
Grietje's names on them dated 1630 & is said to have come originally from his 
house. See pp. U-3 & U-4 for more. 


It is thought that most of those spelling their names (now) as Updegraff - Upde- 
graph - Updegrave - Updegrove - Uptegraff - Uptegraph - Uptegrave - Uptegrove - 
Upthegrove, etc. are all probably descended from this Herman & Greitjen - the 
physical & mental characteristics of these persons seem to be persistant - they 
seem to be tall & spare in physique & have strongly marked features. Some say 
the family is French-German, but the name soundsmore like Dutch? 


A hand Bible that was printed in Amsterdam in 1633 was located in Newberrytown, Pa. 
by Clyde Updegraff Shank, who did so much research, & he placed the Bible in the 
York County, Pa. Historical Society on 8/21/1957. The Bible was at one time in 

the possession of Peter Updegraff, s/o Isaac.

The Glass Paintings from Hermann op den Graeff 
(Die Glasgemaelde von Hermann op den Graeff) 
by Guido Rotthoff 
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Among the cldest Mennonites of Krefeld, the op den Graeff family is one of 
the best known, since Hermann op den Graeff was the first preacher of the 
Mennonite comnunity who is known by name. He is believed to be from Aldekerk 
and became a burgher of Kempen in 1605, where he married Gritgen Pletges the 
same year. In 1608, records show that he was in Krefeld, where he died in 
1642. During the Conference oi icading Mennonites in Dordrecht, he and 
another delegate from Krefeld signed the 18 Articles of their religious 
taich. Of his 18 children, his son Isaak, bocn 1616 in Krefeld deserves to 
be mentioned, because his wife Grietgen Peters and her four children Hermann, 
Derick, Abraham and Margrit are part of the group that emigrated 1683 from 
Krefeld to Pennsylvania . 


Two glass paintings have been preserved from the Krefeld house of Hermann op 
den Graeff Senior, which had been in the Kaiser-Wilhelm Museum from 1894. 

The “Crefelder Zeitung" [a newspaper] dated August 20, 1894, No. 421, 
describes these paintings, particularly the texts that were on the glass 
paintings at that time. Another reference about the glass paintings with a 
description of the coat of arms was found in the estate of W. Niepoth (op den 
Graeff folder) in the archives of the City of Krefeld, who noted a letter 
dated November 17, 1935 from Richard Wolfferts to Dr. Risler: "Saw the coat 
of arms glass pane in the old museum: ‘Hermann op den Graaf und Grietgen syn 
housfrau' or the like. Coat of arms: In the sign a silver swan in blue. 
Helmet decoration (I think): Swan growing.” At a third point, Nieper 
mentions the two glass paintings, which were in the local historical museum 
of the Linn Castle at the time his book was published in 1940. They 
apparently were transferred to the Linn Castle when it was furnished from the 
Kaiser-Wilhelm museum. It was Nieper, who finally published the texts on the 
glass paintings, the second paragraph apparently line-by-line as it appeared 
on the original. We are reproducing the texts of both sayings again, the 
first one according to the line structure of the copy we received.

Derick was a member of the Friend's mtg. of Germantown & when the Keithian 
controversy arose, he sided with the conservative Friends, although his 
brothers Herman & Abraham sided with George Keith. Keith was so incensed 
with his activity against him that he called him (Derek) an “impudent rascal." 
When Keith was "disowned" by the Yearly Mtg. in Burlington in 1692, Derick 

was one of the signers of the “certificate of disownment" & the next year 

he signed Phila. Quarterly Mtgs.' certified statement of the case to London 
Yearly Mtg. 


In 1689, Wm. Penn granted a charter for the "German Towne" to "Dirk Jsaacs 
Opte Graeff, Linnenmaker" & his ten associates & appointed him é three others 
to be the first burgesses. In 1692, he was one of the town's six "committee- 
men, the next year he served as bailiff, the town's chief executive & the 
year after that, he was appointed to conserve the town's right of exemption 
(under its charter) from taxation. 


The Quaker poet John G. Whittier wrote "Or, talking of old home scene, 
OpdenGraff Teased the low back-log with his shodden staff - Till the red 
embers broke into a laugh - And dance of flame, as if they fain would cheer - 
The rugged face, half tender half austere, Touched with the pathos of a 
home-sick tear. It may well have been that they were at times homesick for 
their native Rhineland. Ref; Wm. Penn & the Dutch Quaker Mig. to Pa. 


Derick, the eldest, was the first of the three brothers who came to America, 
to die. He left a will dated Germantown 11/10/1688, leaving everything to 
his wife Nilcken (evidently having no children). Approved 5/24/1697 = Adm.

Vonder moved down the Rhine in 1680 & settled near Coblentz where his 
brother Adolphus had located. Calvinist. No further records. 


It is quite probable that the five brothers would have all come to settle in 
America, but in i678 the Elector of Brandenburg, Germany, offered inducements to 
all persecuted Protestants to settle in his States & accordingly in 1680, Vonder 
& Adolphus OpdenGraeff (two of the five brothers) moved down the Rhine & settled 
near Coblentz, while Abraham, Herman, Dirck, their mother & some say sister Mar- 
grit, left for Pennsylvania in 1683. -The OpdenGraeffs were intensely Protestant, 
but not bigoted. They were liberal & considerate in the exercise of sentiments 
towards all other sects. The Germantown brothers were firm believers in what is 
called at Krefeld (Germany) Waldenser Doopsgesindte, while the others had united 
with the Calvinistic or German Reformed Church. See pp. 21 & 22 of this book. 


The following covers records/material found in several published/unpublished books, 
manuscripts, etc. & is the saga of the Germantown OpdenGraeffs in the group re- 
ferred to as "the Krefelders" and helped in the founding of Germantown, six miles 
from downtown Phila., Pa. 


In 1683, 13 German fams. rounded up their children, their belongings ,tools, seed, 
etc. that they could carry & boarded the sailing vessel CONCORD, at anchor in 
Krefeld, Germany (see passenger lists). For the next 75 days, their home was a 
windowless hold. See p. 12 for a description of their reasons for leaving their 
homeland, their voyage to the New World, their ancestry, etc. Ome year later they 
harvested their first crop of flax, built looms & started selling cloth in the 
city. Six years later the community incorporated. In 1983 (300 years later) a 

U. S. postal stamp was made commemorating their arrival. 


The OpdenGraeff brothers (Herman, Derick & Abraham) purchased 2000 acres of Jacob 
Telner's land in America, while still in Germany, conveyed to them by Telner and 
Herman was made Telner's attorney. 


On 10/6/1683, the three brothers along with their wives (all were married before 
leaving Germany) & mother & sister arrived in Philadelphia, Pa. as one of the 

13 Krefeld fams. From p. 215 - Wm. Penn & The Dutch Quakers - there is an extant 
letter in Germany (version of the original Dutch version) which was written by one 
of these brothers dated 2/12/1684 Germantown, Pa. "....we sailed from England to 
America in six weeks. The blessings of the Lord did attend us so that we had a 
wonderfully prosperous voyage. Upon our whole voyage we did not experience as 
much inconvenience as between Holland & England....our number did not decrease 
upon the ocean, but was increased by two.- a son & a dau. - the mothers were easy 
in labor & soon well again". The letter then goes on....giving an account of 

the infant Phila., its religions, bldgs., laborers, the described with its allot- 
ments, trees & timber, grape-vines, pasturage, cattle & pigs; also "our city of 
Germantown" with its rivers & valleys. The Indians show themselves very kind & 
friendly, we travel through the forest w/o the least fear of them. Most of us 
have already our own habitations, and we have begun to spin flax.

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In 1753, 69 years later, the three brothers have died, there came to Germantown, 
a John William Graef/OpdenGraeff, a relative of the same stock, with a view to 
settle near his kin, a grandson of the brothers’ sibling Adolphus OpdenGraeff - 
go to p. U-400 for more. 


All descendants of the 13 families of Krefelders who came over on the ship CONCORD 
are entitled to become members of the "Concord Society" which carries a lot of 
weight around Philadelphia - p. 19 & 20 = Mennonite Year Book - 1916. 


Also, the Maryville College of Tenn., founded in 1819, announced the establishment 
of "The Op Den Graef-Levering-In Den Doevin Scholarship which memorializes three 
lower Rhineland families who were among the first to respond to William Penn's in- 
vitation to civilize his proprietary lands in America. The scholarship has been 
made possible initially by the gifts of a descendant who is a Maryville College 
graduate. It is open to gifts memorializing by name other descendants of this 
immigrant ancestor group. Scholarships from the fund are to be awarded to a stu- 
dent/students interested in a career in state or national government, or inter- 
national relations. Other considerations shall be financial need, contributions 
to the college's life & work & promise for the future. If at any time candidates 
are not available who meed all qualifications tipulated, the scholarship may be 
granted at the discretion of the Student Financial Aid Committee of Maryville 
College.

GERMANTOWN was set up as a village by a document from William Penn. On 10/24/1683, 
Thomas Fairman (Wm. Penn's surveyor) laid out 14 divisions of land in a township 
afterwards named Germantown (or Germanopolis). The Colony was first called 
“armentown'' which in English means "Poor Town", & was located on the Delaware River. 
A copy of the original plat is given in "Life of Francis Daniel Pastorius" by 
Marion D. Learned. On the next day, the 25th, they all gathered at Pastorius’ 
dwelling & drew lots for their portions of the land & then they began to dig 
cellars & build huts. The village was laid out along a street 60 ft. wide with 
cross streets 40 ft. wide. In 1692, it was said that this street was one mile in 
length & was lined with peach trees. These early settlers were mostly linen 
weavers & mechanics, not given much to agriculture, consequently they established 
a village with lots of approx. three acres each. Later the holdings of each 
family were increased to 50 acres & the land was re-sirveyed. Refs p. 124 - 
"Settlement of Germantown" by Gov. S. W. Pennypacker. See page 16 of this book 
for more. 


It is said that their new lands followed an old Indian trail which later became 
the Germantown Pike, then later yet was Germantown Ave. They selected as their 
first dwelling place an elevated spot between the Delaware & Schuylkill rivers, 
abounded in springs of fresh water & groves of Oak, Walnut & Chestnut trees and 
much good pasturage. 


There is a huge statue dedicated to Pastorius & the 13 fams. that came over on 
the ship CONCORD standing in Vernon Park, Germantown & the old graveyards are 
also located nearby. 


OP DEN GRAEFF has been converted into many, many spellings: Updegraff - Updegrave - 
Updegraph - Updegrove - Uptegraff - Uptegrave - Uptegraph - Uptegrove - Upthegrove 
& many others, which began shortly after their arrival - due in part to the fact 
that those in charge of keeping records were English & each one interpreted the 

name under a different phonetic spelling.

“Catharina” on a deed of land made in 1685, but Trijntje (a diminutive of 
Catharina) is given on a deed in 1704, 


Abraham was the youngest of the three brothers who came from Krefeld on the ship 
CONCORD (see passenger list on p. U-8 of this book) - see p. 14 of this book for 
an account of their trip. 


Abraham & his brothers paid for 2,000 acres of land in Pa. from Jacob Telner (who 
had an original land grant for the land from Wm. Penn dated 3/9/1682) while still 
in Europe; 828 acres of this land was located in what is now Germantown, six miles 
from Phila., Pa. Abraham owned the fourth lot on the west side of the road as one 
‘traveled north through Germantown. The Eastern State Penitentiary now stands on 
part of the original tract at Craterford, Pa. 


Abraham & his brothers transferred their weaving industry to Germantown & were 
largely responsible for making it famous & it was claimed that Abraham was the 
most skilled of all Germantown's "High German People & Low Dutch" whose trade in 
weaving linnen cloth is much. Abraham won a Governor's prize of 1500 Lire for 
the first & finest piece of linen woven in the state of Pa. 


There is much dispute concerning the religious complexion of the original thirteen 
fams. Mennonites or Quakers? It is felt that they were Mennonites, but shortly 
after their settlement in America Abraham became a member of the Quakers or also 
known as The Religious Society of Friends". 


In 1688 Abraham was one of the four signers of the anti-slavery petition, see p.U-12. 


In 1689, he was one of eleven men to whom Penn granted a charter for Germantown, 
where he is called "Abraham Isaacs Opte Graef" & in that charter he was one of 

the six men appointed to serve as the first "committee-men"’. He served as town 
burgess in 1692 & was a member of the colonial assembly in 1689, 1690 & 1692, but 
in this last year, the controversy kindled among the Quakers by George Keith began 
& Abraham & his brother Herman supported Keith, while their brother Dirck sided 
with the conservative Quakers. After this Abraham went back to the Mennonites. 


Abraham deeded 50 acres on 1/4/1690 to Jacob Schumacher for Lot #8, Allot. of 1689, 
| who conveyed it to the Germantown Friends for their first meeting house in 1693. 
| Ref: p. 135 - Pa. Archives, Vol. 6. 


Abraham's last years were marked by difficulties with the civil government. The 
| fence-overseers condemned his fences in 1696 as insufficient. His son Jacob 
"borrowed" a neighbor's horse w/o permission in 1701 & was fined a half-crown, 
while Abraham was condemned to pay the costs of the legal action involved. He 
quarreled with the sheriff about these costs & two years later “did mightily abuse 
the Bailiff in open court" & was fined £2:10 s. In 1704 he was sued by a neighbor 
for money due on purchased goods & after a court action had the debt arbitrated. 
That same year, an old Krefeld neighbor & fellow-pilgrim, Veit or David Scherkes, 
declared that "no honest man would be in Abraham's company" for which Abraham sued 
him for slander, but David was acquitted. 


Abraham & his wife sold their brick house & 828 acres of land in Germantown about 
5/16/1704 & removed to the neighboring Perkiomen area (now in Montgomery Co., Pa.) 
where he laid out the remaining 1200 acres on the Perkiomen Creek & died there. 
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Abraham sold 50 acres in 1709 to Joseph Shippen Refs: p. 252 Pa. Arch. Vol. 5. 

In 1709 he conveyed 300 acres on the Perkiomen to his dau. Margaret & her husband 
Thomas Howe, on condition they should take good care of him until his death. 

Refs p. 218 - Wm. Penn & The Dutch Quakers" by Hull. Abraham died seized of 530 

acres of the original 2000 acres he & his brothers had bought from Jacob Telner. 


After Abraham's death 3/27/1731, by deed recorded in Phila. Book C No. 2 Vol.III, 
p. 95 - Isaac Updegraf (son), weaver & his wife Mary, sold 1324 acres being x 
part of the 530 acres (orig. laid out for Abraham) & which this deed recites was 
acquired by Quadripartite partition, bearing date of 3/20/1731, made between the 
said Jacob OpdeGraeff of the first part, Thomas Howe & Margaret his wife of the 
second part, Herman IndeHofen & Anne his wife of the third part & the said Isaac 
OpteGraef of the fourth part, did divide the said 530 acres into four equal parts. 
In another part of this same deed or agreement, it states that after Abraham died, 
the 530 acres descended to his children & names them - Isaac, Jacob & Margery, 
wife of Thomas Howe & Anne, wife of Herman IndeHofan. This now gives us the 
names of four of his children, but he also a dau. Gertien who m Richard Addams & 
some say another dau. Elizabeth - why arn't they included in this division of 
Abraham's land? 


In some references to Abraham, it has been stated that he is considered to be the 
projenitor of all those who later bore this family name, however, later on, in 
1753, Abraham's brother Adolphus" grandson John Wm. Updegraff came to Germantown, 
but moved on to Berks Co., Pa. & although no further records have been traced 
positively back to him, this John could also have had descendants? See p. U-400.

These are the reasons why we are against the traffick of men-body, as followeth. Is therxe 
any that would be done or handled at this manner? viz., to be sold or made a slave for all the 
time of his life? How fearful and faint-hearted are many on sea, when they see a strange ves- 
sel,—being afraid it should be a Turk, and they should be taken, and sold for slaves into Turkey. 
Now what is this better done, as Turks doe? Yea, rather is it worse for them, which say they 
are Christians; for we hear that ye most part of such negers are brought hither against hear 
will and consent, and that mmany of them are stolen. Now, ™» they are black, we can not conceive 
ihere is more liberty to have them slaves, as it is to have other white ones. There is a saying that 
We shall doe to all men like as we will be done ourselves; making no difference of what genera- 
lion, descent or colour they are. And ihose who steal or robb men, and those who buy or pur- 
chase them, are they not all alike? JVlere is liberty of conscience, *) is right and reasonable; 
here ought to be likewise liberty of »° body, except of evil-doers, *eh is an other case. But to 
bring men hither, or to rob and sell them against their will, we stand against. In Europe there 
are niany oppressed for conscience sake; aud here there are those oppressed “» are of a black 
colour. And we who know that men must not comitt adultery,—some do commit adultery, in 
others, separating wives from their husbands and giving them to others; and some sell the child- 
ren of these poor creatures to other men. Ah! doe consider well this thing, vou who doe it, if 
you would be done at (his manner? wid if it is done aecording to Christianity? You surpass 
HloNand and Gennany in this thing. "his makes an ill report jin all those countries of Kurope, 
where they hear off, that ye Quakers doe here handel men as they handel there ye cattle. And for 
\hat reason some have no mind or inclination to come hither. And who shall iaintain§ this 
your cause, or pleid for it? Truly we can not do so, except you shall inform us better hereof, 
viz., that Christians have liberty to practise these things. Pray, what thing in the world can be 
done worse towards us, than if men should rob or steal us away, and sell us for slaves to strange 
countries; separating housbands from their wives and children. Being now this is not done in the4 
wanher We would be done ai therefore we contradict and are against this traffic of men-body.: 
“aid We Whe profess Gat ain WoU witli 16 Ses], inva “dhev ste, avo io purchase suen iMiMmys 
is are riolen, but rather help to stop this robbing and stealing if possible. And such men ought 

“io be delivered out of ve hands of ye robbers, ‘and set free as well as in Europe. Then is Pennsy)- 
Vania to have a good report, instead it hath now a bad one for this sake in other countries. Especial- 
ly whereas ye Europeans are desirous to know in what manner ye Quakers doe rule in their prov- 
ince; -- and most of them doe look upon us with an envious eye. But if this is done well whai 
shall we say is done evil? 

If once these slaves (ch they say are so wicked and stubbern men) should joint themselves, 
-——fight for their freedom.--and handel their inasters und mastrisses as they did handel them be- 
fore; will these masters and mastrisses take the sword at hand and Warr against these poor 
slaves. licke, we are able to believe, some wil] not refuse 10 doe; or haye these negers not as much 

ght to fight for their freedom, as you have to kee» tnem slaves? 

Now consider well this thing, if it is good or bad? And in case you find it to be good to han- 
del these blacks at that manner, we desire and require you hereby lovingly, that you may in- 
form us herein, which at this time never was done, viz., that Christians have such a liberty to do 
so. To the end we shall be satisfied in this point, and satisfie likewise our good friends and 
acquaintances in our natif country, to Whose it is a terror, or fairful hing, that men should be 
handeld so in Pennsylvania.

A paper being here presented by some Gerinan Friends Concerning the Lawfulness and Un- 
lawfulness of Buying and keeping Negroes, It was adjudged not to be so proper for this Meeting 
to give a Positive Judgment in the Case, It having so General a Relation to many other Parts, and 
therefore at present they forbear It.

There has been much speculation that Mary's maiden name was Brashier (sic) 
due to a incorrect translation of a tombstone for a Maria OptiGraff, but in 
fact the true translation of this tombstone shows this woman was only 18 yrs. 
of age when she died in 1745, so this could not be the same woman that Isaac 
married & had his children by. We know his wife's first name was in fact 

"Mary" per a deed recorded in Phila., Pa. Book C, No. 2, Vol. III p. 95: 
3/27/1731 Isaac Updegraf of Phila. Co., weaver, and wife Mary sold 132k acres 
of land being 1/4 of the 530 acres originally laid out for Isaac's father 
Abraham. See-p. U-13A for a sketch of this tombstone made by Clyde Shank 
showing corrected translation. It is not known at this time where/how this 
Maria (1727-1745) connects to the Updegraff family. 


Isaac was born in the old country, probably Krefeld, Germany. He is not listed 
as a passenger on the ship CONCORD as he was under the age of 12 in 1683 & as such 
was counted only as half a "freight", for explanation see p. 13. 


After their arrival in Germantown, Isaac & his brother Jacob attended the Pastorius 
school, Pastorius being the leader of the original settlers & member of the Quakers. 


In 1731 Isaac inherited one-fourth of his father's 530 acres (1324) in what is now 
Montgomery Co., Pa., he later sold this land to Johannes Harpel, then Harpel sold 
the land to his son Peter Harpel, then Peter sold it to Henry Tutweighler (Detwiler) 
on 4/13/1780. Ref: Phila. D.B. C, No. 2, Vol. 3, p. 95. It would appear that 

this was about the time that Isaac was preparing to leave for Coventry twp., in 
Chester Co., Pa., as his name appears in that township's tax list in 1732, 1734, 
1735 & 1756 - his name is fnund spelled Uptigrave, Updegraft & Updegraff on these 
tax lists. He was referred to by many as "Isaac of Coventry". Refs: Name index 

to Chester Co. Tax Lists - 1699-1758 & 1775-1783, & Gilbert Cope's Collection. 


Isaac was employed by the Potts family at their iron works at Pine Forge & Cole- 
brookdale & his son Jacob crossed the Schuylkill River to Chester Co. where Samuel 
Nutt was making iron at Coventry in partnership with William Branson & Mordecai 
Lincoln - who was the gt.gt.gdfather. of Pres. Abraham Lincoln. 


One of the very earliest iron works in this country was the "Coventry Forge" est. 
in 1716, this forge ran a sort of general store, selling & buying many things to 

& for the fams. for many miles around. The furnace store ledgers called the 
"Pott's Manuscripts" are now in the possession of the Chester Co. Historical Soc. 
& at one time was in the possession of Gov. Samuel W. Pennypacker (an Updegraff 
descendant), a historian & genealogist of long ago. The ledgers are a very valu- 
able source of information. Isaac had an account with the Potts from 1732-1745, 
which year appears on the gravestone originally standing in the Mennonite Cem., 

at Skippackville, the stone has long since disappeared but copies of letters from 
earlier genealogists has described in detail. Skippackville was a little cluster 
of houses formed on a small stream tributary to Skippack Creek. The names Perkio- 
men & Skippack were in general applied to the lands lying along the Perkiomen &

More descendants than any other line in this book have traced their ancestry 
back to this Derrick & Susan & many researchers have contributed their records 
and are included as follows: 


From Mrs. Susan (Upd.) Smith: Derrick had a tract of 134 acres in Newberry twp., 
York Co., Pa., which he sold to Joseph Updegraff for 200 pounds sterling on 5/10/ 
1776 & then on 10/11/1788, he ent. into an article of agreement with John Clark, 

of Newberry twp., for a tract of land lying along the West Branch of the Susque- 
hanna River in Indian land, which tract had been pre-empted by John Anderson and 
conveyed to a Wm. Clark. Derrick made the purchase subject to a land patent, he 
reserved the right to remove all of his fruit trees from the place in Newberry twp. 
& subsequently removed with his family up the river in canoes. His stock was 

taken overland, continuing by the old Indian paths & finally coming down the Cul- 
bertson path to where DuBoistown now stands. The tract of land comprised 313 
acres & 113 perches, adj. lands of McMeen on the west, Thomas Kemplain on the east 
& ext. back to the big hills on the north. When the first church was built at 
Newberry (York Co.) in 1789, Derrick was a contributor to the subscription list 

for one pound, ten shillings & in the formation of the first class of the Methodist 
society at the house of Amariah Sutton in 1791. 


From Milton Updegraff - In 1789 Derrick moved from York Co. to the vicinity of 
what is now Williamsport, Lycoming Co., Pa. An association known as the “Updegraff 
Society" met annually there for many, many years, disbanded sometime in the 1920s. 


From p. 1126 "History of Lycoming Co., Pa." by John Meginness: Derrick Updegraff 
was one of the early settlers of Lycoming Co. (was actually Northumberland Co. at 
that time, Lyc. Co. wasn't formed until 1795) whither he came from York Co., Pa. 
in April, 1789. His paternal ancestors came from Holland towards the close of 

the 17th century & settled at Germantown, Pa., where Derrick was born in 1731 & 
grew to manhood, he then removed to York Co., where he purch. a portion of the 
Penn Manor. In the spring of 1789 he brought his family to the West Branch Valley 
& purch. several hundred acres of land on what is known as the LONG REACH, a por- 
tion of which is still in possession of his descendants (1892). He soon after- 
ward purch. another tract at LEVEL CORNER, upon which he settled his sons Martin 
& George. He was a Quaker, he died in 1815, his wife, Susan, survived him by 
several years. They reared a family of five sons & one daugh.: Harman, Martin, 
George, Daniel, Samuel & Mary who m a Mr. Morrison & moved to Somerset Co., Pa. 
Martin & George sold their farms at Level Corner & moved west, while Harman, Daniel 
& Samuel spent their lives in this county, with numberous descendants. 
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From p. 654 "History of Lycoming Co., Pa." by John Meginness: In 1787 Dirck 

(now called Derick) Updegraff purch. over 500 acres of land from Clark & Dougherty 
& soon afterwards located there. He at that time lived at or near York, Pa. After 
making his purchase he removed hither. On account of old Fair Play claims, he 
became involved in a lawsuit which lasted six years, but he finally won & got his 
title to the land. With the aid of five grown-up boys he cleared a farm which 
became one of the finest on the river. His barn was the largest in the county & 
stood for years as a monument of its builder. He prospered 6 in the course of 

time purchased what were known as the Weir & Latcha farms, seven miles up the river. 
Derick's sons were - Herman, Samuel, Daniel, George & Martin. He divided his 
estate among them & many of their descendants still living in the county 4 city. 


From “Sketch of the Life of the Late Thomas Updegraff" by son Abraham Updegraff - 
Wmspt., Pa. - 1881: Derick owned 200 acres of land in 1787 in Newberry twp., in 
York Co., Pa., laying on both sides of the Great Codorus creek. It was well im- 
proved, but unfortunately for him, these lands turned out to be a part of the 
famous Penn claim & the Penn family, having employed the best legal counsel, were 
pushing their claim with great vigor in York Co., he was hailed one day by an 
attorney named John Clark, who asked him if he would trade his claim to the above 
land for a tract of land containing 317 acres & allowance, lying in the Indian 
country above Lycoming creek, in what was then Northumberland Co., whereupon 
Derick went to explore & on his return he informed Mr. Clark that he could only 
give him a special title for his farm & that if Clark could give him a gen. war- 
ranty deed for the 317 acres, he would trade, with one reservation that he might 
take all of his apple trees in his nursery & the bargain was closed. He later had 
to employ Charles Hall, Esq., an eminent doctor of the law, as the attorney to 
defend this claim, with another purchase of a squatter which he had bought in good 
faith, but which caused a six year lawsuit, he was successful all through & with 
his purchases from Clark & Dougherty, he possessed over 500 acres strick measure. 
With the aid of five grown-up boys he cleared his farm & was one of the most suc- 
cessful farmers of the West Branch. He later bought two other farms seven miles 
above on the river, known as the Weir & Latcha farms, for two of his sons. This 
farm had groves of wild plum trees interlaced with wild gravevines, its mulberry, 
sugar & nut trees skirting the banks of Doughterty'’s run.

Joseph. George Passmore released to Joseph Passmore his share. Joseph Passmores' 
heirs sold to Samuel John 2/20/1768 - 134 acres & 92 perches.

William H. Shank is a native Pennsylvanian, born in Pittsburgh and educated in the public schools of 
Erie, Philadelphia and Harrisburg. His further education was received at Mercersburg Academy and at Lehigh 
University where he obtained a B.S. Degree in Mechanical Engineering, 1937. In 1943, he did post graduate 
engineering work at State University of lowa, as part of the Army ASTP Program. He passed the Pennsylvania 
State examination to become a licensed Professional Engineer in 1956. 


After six months of heavy-duty stove design work at American Stove Company in Cleveland, he began 
work in the Philadelphia office of York Ice Machinery Corporation as a refrigeration and air conditioning 
engineer trainee. Moving to the firm's factory headquarters in York, he worked for a time in production and 
in the Sales Promotion Department. In 1939 he was named Director of Public Relations for the firm. 


During World War || he served as a Non-Commissioned Officer in a special detachment of the Army 
Corps of Engineers assigned to the Manhattan Atomic Bomb Project, Oak Ridge, Tennessee. Here he was 
engaged in mechanical and chemical engineering development work in connection with the gaseous-diffusion 
process of Uranium refining. 


In 1946 he returned to York Corporation (successor to YIMCOQ) as Editor and Manager of the firm’s 
engineering periodicals and house organs. The following year he joined the W. H. Long Company, a York 
advertising agency, as Account Executive serving Hardinge Company, Inc., Owens Yacht Company and 
York Shipley. 


In 1948 he joined Hardinge Company, Inc., industrial machinery manufacturer of York, as Advertising 
Manager and Director of Public Relations. For thirteen years he was also Editor of the firm’s external sales 
house organ, “‘Hardinge Highlights’. 


He entered the field of engineering private practice when, in 1964, he became Promotional Manager 
for Buchart-Horn, Consulting Engineers and Planners. Subsequently he assumed the duties of Public Relations 
Manager and also acted as Editor of the company periodical. During 1964-68 he authored a number of technical 
and semi-technical papers for the trade periodicals, as well as four historical engineering treatises. 


In 1968, Mr. Shank elected to embark upon free-lance advertising and public relations consulting work, 
and has since built up a clientele comprised of a number of nationally known engineering and industrial 
firms in central Pennsylvania. The creation, writing and production of technical brochures is one of his 
specialties.

A Nathan appears on the following: 1779 Tax Lists - York, Pa. - hatter; then in 
1780 Tx list - York Co., Pa. = 20 acres & 6 inhabitants - hatter. He was given 
this twenty acres of land adj. to his brothers by his father & from what is given 
in his father's will of 1794, Nathan must have disposed of this 20 acres sometime 
prior to 1794, so he was not given any land in his father's will, but he did re- 
ceive 35 & & discharged from a debt of 25 k. 


Sometime prior to 1788, Nathan moved to Winchester, Independent City, Va. On p. 
429 of HOPEWELL FRIENDS HISTORY 1734-1934 Frederick Co., Va. dated 5/7/1792 for 
Crooked Run, Hopewell Mtg. - Nathan & Ann Updegraff & chs Jas., Jos., David, &

Then sometime prior to 1801, Nanthan crossed the mountains in wagons & settled on 
Short Creek, near Mt. Pleasant, Jefferson Co., Ohio. He built the first flour 
mill in that section of the state, he was a member of the Territorial Convention, 
which formed the Constitution of the state and was one of the signers. He was 
well known among the Ohio Friends in all their early history. He established a 
paper mill near there, probably the first in the state & also a grist mill, a saw- 
mill & an establishment for carding wood. It was said that he left Virginia on 
account of the condition incident to the institution of slavery. They identified 
with the Short Creek Mtg. Society of Friends (or Quakers). 


From BELMONT COUNTY BEFORE 1830 - Ohio, by Fedorchak & Oschenbein, p. 164, Nathan 
appears as a non-resident landowner in Belmont Co., Ohio - 1802. 


From HISTORY OF THE STATE OF OHIO p. 119: A Territorial Convention met in Nov., 
its members were generally Jeffersonian in their views. The convention agreed to 
the views of Congress, & on Nove. 29, the agreement was ratified & signed, as 

was the constitution of the State of Ohio. The General Assembly was ordered to 
convene the first Tuesday of March, 1803, this was carried into effect. A consti- 
tution was framed for the new State, adhering to the Ord. of 1787. The rights & 
duties of citizens were plainly set forth & general business was transacted. The 
new State consitution shows signed Nathan Updegraff from Jefferson Co. 


From HISTORICAL COLLECTIONS OF HARRISON CO., OHIO - p. 32 "Early Settlers" - many 
of the first comers to Concord & Short Creek, Ohio, emigrated before those mtgs. 
were definitely established, left their certificates with the nearest mtgs. in Pa., 
being those of Westland in Wash.

David 
laid out the village of York, Jeff. Co., Ohio, in 1815. The village of Updegraff 
was laid out & establ. by the Updegraff family in 1832 in Jeff. Co., Oh. They are 
found in the 1820, 1830 & 1840 census - Smithfield twp., Jeff. Co., Ohio; and in 
the 1850 & 1860 census in Mt. Pleasant twp., Jeff. Co., Ohio. On p. 295 of Hen- 
shaw's Encl. of Am.

JERICHO FRIENDS (Indiana Yearly Mtg.) recently held a special day for J. Brent Bill 
(Dir. of Christian Edu. of Western Yearly Mtg.). This was a celebration for the 
publication of his biograply of David B. Updegraff whiehte dedicated to Jericho Friends. 


David B. Updegraff questioned traditional Quaker advices against the practice of 
water baptism & the remembrance of the Lord's Supper, & he did much to shape Ohio 
Yearly Mtg. (Damascus) & stirred much controversy within & beyond Ohio Yearly Mtg. 
He thought of himself as a "George Fox Quaker" & reminded Friends that Fox was led 
to speak out against "tradition." He was a famous Evangelical preacher & was very 
active in the Society of Friend's Church. He was also an extensive farmer & breeder 
of fine livestock, particularly horses. He was an author of some note 4 wrote

The estate papers of 
John Henry Sprogell show that at the time of his death in 1740, he held a bond of 
F 20 against Abraham, presumably the unpaid balance for the land. Philip High 
received title to the land he had previously bought of Uptegraff through a later 
deed from Thomas Preston. who had secured title through a mortgage to all the 
unsold lands of John Henry Sprogell.

There has been much controversy over whether this Margaret is the Margaret who 
married Peter Schumacker, Jr. - an entry in the ABINGTON MONTHLY MEETING RECORDS 
of Friends under “Abstract of Marriage Certificates" should dispell this as 
follows: Peter Shoemaker s/o Peter Sr. of Germantown twp. on 2/6/1697 Phila. Co. 
& Margaret Updegrave, d/o Herman of said twp., at Germantown. Witnesses were: 
Peter Shoemaker, Sr., Herman Op de Graieff, Isaac Jacobus, Rinert Tison, George & 
Jacobus Shoemaker, Isaac Price, Francis Daniel Pastorius & many others. The 
original of these records is kept by The Historical Society of Pa. at 1300 Locust 
St., Phila., Pa. 19107 & the Latter Day Saints (in Utah) microfilmed all of these 
records which are on 3 rolls of film (indexed) under "Minutes, burials, deaths 
1685-1870 - Society of Friends" - Call No. 49189 F 974.312/Al k2, and copies 
can be made for a nominal fee by writing to them. I can’t think of any better 
proof of just who Margaret was a daughter of, so all Shoemaker records have been 
included under Margaret on p. U-396.

From p. 215 - Wm. Penn & The Dutch Quakers: Herman is found on the marriage 
certificate of his brother Derick & also the name of his wife Liesbet Isaaks 
(VanBebber), d/o Jacob Isacks VanBebber of Krefeld, who was one of the first pur- 
chasers of land in Pa.3 & a sister of Matthias Isacks VanBebber who bought four 
or five thousand acres of land in the Germantown vicinity & founded Bebber twp. 


Hermann seems to have taken the most active part in town affairsof any of the three 
brothers. He acted on accasion as agent for Jacob Telner, Dirck Sipman & Benjamin 
Furly. When Penn granted his charter incorporating the Borough of Germantown, 
Hermann signed as "President”. All three brothers held the office of burgess at 
one time or other & Dirck that of bailiff as well. Herman was also a staunch pro- 
ponent of the 1688 Protest against hum slavery. 


The brothers drew lots for additional lands when they became available in 1689 & 
each one paid taxes in 1693 on a considerable amount of property. Garrett Hendricks 
DeWees purchased land from Herman in Germantown, Pa. in 1690. From Perkiomen Region 
Vol X, No. 2, April, 1922, No. 37 - p.463: A certain messuage or Tenement, a grist 
mill with a pair of stoves, a paper mill & a tract of land....situate in Crefelt in 
Germany - 93 acres, 3 rods & 22 perches, part of 116 acres which Herman Updegraph 

of Germantown, weaver, granted unto Heivert Paupen 12/2/1699 & a part of 114 acres 
acquired from Claus Jansen. Dirck died in Germantown in 1697 & both Hermann & 
Abraham eventually left there...Abraham for the Perkiomen area & Hermann for Dela. 


From p. 216 - Wm. Penn & The Dutch Quakers: In addition to his part in the family's 
linen industry in Germantown & in farming his own land, Herman became the agent for 
the large land-holdings of Jacob Telner & Dirck Sipman, other Krefeld purchasers. 

He was one of the eleven men to whom Penn granted the charter of Germantown in 

1689, being named in it as “Hermann Isaacs opteGraef, towne President" & he was 
chosen as one of the town's first four burgesses. 
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From p. 27 - Germantown 1683-1933 - by Hocker: Herman op den Graeff was not at 
first connected with the Society of Friends, but he later did join them along 
with eleven other “heads of family" from the 13 Krefelders who came over on the 
CONCORD. 


When the Keithian controversy broke out in 1692, Herman & his brother Abraham, 
unlike their brother Derick, sided with Keith & signed a "testimony" in his favor. 
Even after the Yearly Meeting at Burlington had “disowned™ Keith, Herman was one 
of sixty-nine adherents of Keith who signed a paper defending him. In consequence 
of this, Herman as well as Abraham, appears to have lost favor among his neighbors 
during the few remaining years of their lives. His fences were condemned in 1696 
as insufficient é he is not recorded as having held anymore elective offices. He 
was called to serve on a jury in a homicide case in 1701. 


On pp. 416-417 - Wm. Penn & The Dutch Quaker Migration to Pas Herman signed a 
petition to defeat a tax bill 3/10/1692 & on 5/15/1693 the General Assembly passed 
the first law assessing & taxing inhabitants of Phila. Co., Pa. from Germantown 
that included Herman UpdeGrave who was assessed 80 bk, taxed 6 shillings. 


From p. 160 - History of Old Germantown - 1904 by Keyser: About 9/29/1701 Herman 
removed to Kent Co. (Mispillion Head), in the Territories, now in the state of 
Delaware & died before 5/2/1704. 


From p. 208 - Vol. 8 - Bulletin of Hist. Society of Montgomery Co., Pa.3; Under 
dated of 6/15/1707, the minutes....conveyed 390 3/4 acres to Cornelius Siverts of 
Germantown, Glasier, being then located in Telner's twp., laid out by warrant from 
ye Comm'rs. 9/6/1687 (Pa. Arch. 2d. XIX, p. 489). Land in Telner's twp. is con- 
veyed by a deed of 1712 (Phila. D.B. E7, Vol. 8, p.309) & a map of 1733, in the 
State Archives, located “Telner & Company twp." just as already stated (Pa. Arch. 
3d. IV, map No. 24). An earlier draught refers to it as "Lands of Jacob Tolldner” 
(Sketches, Hist. Soc. of Montgy. Co.3; V, map opp. p. 354). Telner's twp. was never 
organized as such, but was included within the Manor og Filbert'’s. Today it would 
be located in the northern corner of Upper Providence.

It is probable that several children of Herman & Deborah remained in Kent Co., Dela. 
as the following records were found in Delaware: An adm. of the estate of a 

John UpdGrove in 1773, a Joseph Updegrove in 1749, a Rachel Updegrove in 1749 & a 
will for a William Uptegrove was written & proved in 1756 that mentions a wife 
Sarah, cousins Sary & Eliz. Uptegrove (prob. children of his brother Joseph?) & a 
brother John Uptegrove. These records can be found in the George F. P. Wanger 
Collection, Hist. Soc. of Montgy. Co., Pa, at Norristown. It is also possible 

that some of Herman's children may have accompanied their mother to Hanover twp. 
(now Lower Pottsgrove), Phila., Pa., when she moved there with her second husband

I. Hull; however, their marriage is recorded 
in the "Abington Monthly Meeting 1682-1794" - Abstract of Marriage 
Certificates (orig. records are kept by The Historical Society of Pa.- 
1300 Locust St., Phila., Pa. 19107 & the Latter Day Saints at S.L.C., 
Utah have them on 3 rolls of microfilm (indexed) under "Minutes, bur- 
ials, deaths 1685-1870 - Soc. of Friends" - Call No. 49189 F 974,312/ 
Al K2). Abington held monthly Quaker meetings at that time 6 all 
doings in other weekly meeting places of the Friends were reported to 
Abington. The Germantown records are non-existant, but fortunately.

Peter Shoemaker, Jr., along with his father & siblings, came to America in 1685 
on the ship THE FRANCIS & DOROTHY, landing 10/12/1685 & settled in Germantown, 
Phila.

Peter Jr. was an active member of the Society of Friends (Quakers) & also took an 
interest in the affairs of the town - per Abington Monthly Mtg. Records. Under 
the Germantown Charter he was one of the Burgesses in 1686, 1704, 1707. He was 
one of a committee appointed 12/30/1701, to organize a school at Germantown, erect 
a schoolhouse & arrange for a teacher. It was through his efforts that Francis 
Daniel Pastorius was induced to take charge of the school & it became one of the 
most famous institutions of the province. He was a carpenter & had part in the 
erection of many of the early buildings. The old Shoemaker homestead stood on the 
west side of Germantown's Main St. just below where Honey Run crossed the present 
Vernon Park.

It is quite probable all the sons of Isaac (U-6) would have come together to settle 
in America, but in 1678 the Elector of Brandenburg offered inducements to all per- 
secuted Protestants to settle in his States& accordingly, in 1680 Adolphus & his 
brother Vonder (two of Isaac's son) moved down the Rhine River & settled near 
Coblentz, now capital of the Rhineland-Palatinate state, Germany. Both Adolphus 

& Vonder identified themselves with the Calvinistic Church. 


Refs: There is a sketch on this family on pp. 19-22 of the Mennonite Year Book & 
Almanac for 1916, publ. by the Eastern Mennonite Conference. This sketch 
gives only the name of one son of Adolphus as follows - it is not known if 
he had other children or if his brother Vonder ever had any children.

Other than the sketch which follows, no records have been found that definitely 
could be construed to be about this John Wm. with but one possibility & is pure 
conjecture on the part of the euthor of this book & that possiblity could be he 
is the same John who married Elizabeth Benfield who lived in the Western District 
of Berks Co., Pa. =- see U-401 for more on them. 


Much of the data contained in the sketch on John Wm. in the Mennonite Year Book & 
Almanac for 1916 was contributed by a 3rd gt-gddau. of John Wm. - Mrs. James G. 
Roger of Germantown who evidently was in possession of John Wm. books, etc.3 


John Wm. came to Germantown, Phila. Co., Pa. in 1753, where he met his father's 
relatives (meaning his father's brothers’ descendants) who were Mennonites, where 
he was well received, but as he had not been brought up in the Mennonite faith & 

he was determined to be self-reliant, he soon determined to move farther into the 
country & settled in the Reading, Berks Co., Pa. area where he found the Reformed 
Church already organized. Before he had his tools packed into his leather knap- 
sack he was met by a party of German immigrants who were being conducted by an old 
settler from Reading. He soon learned that this was a new town recently established 
& as he was a locksmith & a gunsmith by trade, he was informed that a tradesman of 
that kind was needed, as the hunters & others had to carry their rifles to Phila. 
for repairs. But what was of more importance to him was the fact that there was 
great need for a skilled mechanice, one that could make by hand all the iron mater- 
ial & outfittings used in the building of houses. Another strong inducement was 
the fact that the settlement was a religious one. He had been informed that the 
Lutherans & Reformed had hitherto worshipped together, but that now the German Ref. 
Church, of which he was a communicant member, had organized a congregation 6 had 
meetings of their own. He eventually joined the Calvinists who had one horse & a 
heavy German wagon which they had brought from Germany in the autumn of 1753. 


John Wm. had a large collection of German books, some of which bore the dates 1660, 
1680, 1722, 1744, etc. In his collection was a German copy of "Pilgrim's Progress" 
printed in Germantown, by Christopher Sauer in 1755. It was from these books that 
much of this information came to light. No further data.
